Studied by the Government. 

“M. Molotov’s speech, which has 
been eagerly awaited in Berlin but 
which I imagine has occasioned 
some disappointment in that quar- 
ter, has been carefully studied by 
His Majesty’s Government, who 
have noted with interest its defini- 
tion of the Soviet Government's fu- 
ture aims. 

“I remember that in an earlier 
speech on May 31, M. Molotov is- 


sued a warning that his Govern-|

He said also 
on that occasion, ‘We stand for the 
cause of peace and for the preven- 
tion of any sort of development of 
aggression.’ 

“That is also the position of His 
Majesty's Government and I am 
not disposed to disturb myself over 
the flights of fancy in which M.

Russian experts were scurrying 
about German factories placing vast 
orders for machinery and other in- 
dustrial products. In Russia, mean- 
while, German buyers were order- 
ing Russian wheat, lumber and 
ores. 

Deal Largely One of Barter. 
Little money was involved be- 
cause the deal was essentially one 
of barter arrangements on which 
German foreign commerce is based. 
The original trade agreement 
called for German purchases in 
Russia amounting to about $80,000,- 
000, but the deal subsequently was 
extended to an undisclosed amount, 

It was announced today that in 
order to straighten out a snarl of 
technicalities, the Foreign Office 
economics expert, K. Schnurre, who 
signed the trade deal for Germany 
last August, was hastening back to 
Berlin from Moscow where he di- 
rected ordering of the Reich's war 
necessities, 

Germany’s Ambassador to Russia,

ized spokesman said “certainly 
should be good news.” He was the 
third Nazi envoy recently sum- 
moned to the capital for a poll of 
opinion.

THAT SENT U-BOAT 
ALARM IS HALTED 


British Freighter Reports It 
Is Safe, but Is Silent Aft- 
er Message to Canadian 
Station. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (AP).— 
The Coast Guard definitely called 
off its searéh for the British 
freighter Coulmore this afternoon, 
apparently satisfied that he vessel 
was safe, 

Vessels which had been looking 
for the freighter were ordered to 
return to their regular assignments. 

Although the Coast Guard had 
been advised early today that the 
Coulmore had radioed it was safe 
the search was continued until, it 
was learned, the Coast Guard re- 
ceived substantiating information 
of an undisclosed nature. 

The Camperdown Station in 
Nova Scotia advised the Coast 
Guard cutter Bibb at 1:30 a. m. 
(St. Louis time) that it had heard 
directly from the Coulmore that 
the ship had eluded the submarine 
threat which had caused it to send 
a distress signal. 

The Bibb, which was leading a 
flotilla of Coast Guard and Navy 
vessels in the search for the Coul- 
more, immediately started for land. 

Second Cutter Sent. 

However, to be on the safe side, 
the Goast Guard ordered the cutter 
Dane, another of the neutrality 
patrol ships in the Atlantic, to 
proceed to the area, about 680 
miles east of New York, to look 
for the Coulmore, 

Officials said an important rea- 
son for continuing the search for 
the freighter was that it had 
failed to answer the Camperdown 
station once the message of safety 
had come in. 

The position given by the Coul- 
more at that time of its distress call 
early yesterday morning indicated 
it Was just inside the neutrality 
safety belt around the Ameri- 
cas fixed at the recent Pan-Amer- 
ican neutrality meeting in Panama. 

When the Coulmore last made 
port, in Philadelphia, it had on 
board a crew of 34 and the cap- 
tain’s wife. 

No Sign of Ship Found. 

The Bibb steamed for the freight- 
er’s reported position, but after 
reaching the place yesterday morn- 
ing found no signs of a ship or sur- 
vivors, A southerly gale was blow- 
ing and the Bibb turned northward 
on the theory the wind might have 
blown the ship in that direction. 

Camperdown gave no indication 
of where the Coulmore was at the 
time it reported being safe, but 
officials assumed that it was pro- 
ceeding on its way to England.

TWO GERMAN PLANES SHOT 
DOWN ON WESTERN FRONT 


Third Bomber in Fight With Five British 


Aircraft and French-English Batteries 
Turns Back Trailing Smoke. 


WITH THE BRITISH EXPEDI- 
TIONARY FORCE IN FRANCE, 
Nov. 2 (AP).—A hail of anti-aircraft 
shells from British and French bat- 
teries and machine-gun bullets from 
British planes brought down two 
German Heinkel bombers this 
morning when three of them at- 
tempted a scouting raid over the 
British lines. 

Bursts of smoke from anti-air- 
craft shells encircled the three 
German planes. Out of the sky 
to the east appeared five British 
pursuit planes. Soon thereafter 
two of the German planes fell to 
earth. : 

A general headquarters com- 
munique failed to mention § the 
third machine, which headed home- 
ward trailing smoke, 

“One of the planes was shot 
down by British aircraft and the 
other was brought down by the 
joint attack of British and French 
anti-aircraft guns,” the communique 
said, 

A dispatch from Lille, France, 
said two British fighting planes 
brought down a German bomber 
in a skirmish over Northern France, 
It was not disclosed immediately 
whether this was the same encoun- 
ter. 

The Lille dispatch said a German 
pilot was killed, an officer wound- 
ed and two others captured. The 
encounter occurred in the extreme 
north corner of France near the 
Belgian border and the English 
Channel. : 

At a low altitude the British 
planes overtook the German and 
rapidly fired one round of bullets 
each, driving the plane to ground. 
The Nazi plane crashed against a 
hedge on the bank of a brook; one 
wing was shattered against a tele- 
phone pole. 

The German plane was believed 
to have gone astray from a 
squadron which passed over North- 


ern France, causing an air raid 
alarm in the Lille district.

eyes, and it was all we could do 
to keep the taillight of the car in 
sight.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (AP).— 
Striking back indirectly at criticism 
by Russian Premier Molotov of his 
lending “moral support” to Finland, 
President Roosevelt has produced 
a six-months-old Soviet statement. 


Without explanation or comment, 
the White House gave out last 
night a cablegram from President 
Kalinin of Russia expressing “pro- 
found sympathy” for Mr. Roosevelt's 
efforts to prevent attacks on Fin- 
land. Poland and other countries. 
It wag first made public in April. 

Kalinin is head of the all-Russian 
Central Executive Committee. 

The unusual action followed. 
White House speculation as to 
whether it was “purely coinciden- 
tal” that Molotov’s spech Tuesday 
was made as the House was de- 
bating neutrality legislation. 

Also, Representative McCormack | 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, demanded 
that the American Ambassador be 
recalled from the “anti-God” Sov- 
iets. 

Russian Criticism. 


Molotov, in a spech to Soviet 
deputies, said that Mr. Roosevelt 
was “intervening” in Russian-Fin- 
nish negotiations “in contradiction 
of the United States’ policy of neu- 
trality.” 

He said also that if the United 
States repealed its arms embargo, 
it would “intensify, aggravate and 
projract” the European war.

PARIS, Nov. 2 (‘(AP).—French 
workers behind the lines have 
been ordered by the Government 


to accept a smaller rate of pay 


for overtime than for the basic 40- 
hour week in a new move designed 
to prevent any class of the popu- 
lation from profiting from the war, 

Previous decrees set up a spe- 
cial system of taxation to keep 
employers from profiting from the 
war and exacted war taxes from 
white-collar classes. 

The newest step in the Govern- 
ment effort to equalize the war 
burden requires workers who la- 
‘bor overtime to receive only 60 
per cent of the normal hourly pay. 
‘The other 40 per cent will go to 
the Government war chest. 

Thus a Paris worker who re- 
ceives 12 francs (about 27 cents) an 
hour gets 480 francs (about $10.90) 
for a 40-hour week. But for 10 
extra hours he will receive only 72 
francs (about $1.63) instead of 120 
($2.72), the remainder going to 
the war fund. This is in addition 
to a special 15 per cent war tax 
on normal income which is applied 
to all men of military age. Other 
workers pay 4 per cent, instead of 
the basic pre-war 2 per cent.

FLINT MOVES CLOSE 
TO NORWEGIAN COAST 


Captured American Freighter 
Followed by Destroyers On 
Its Way to Germany. 


BERGEN, Norway, Nov. 2 (AP). 
~The American freighter City of 
Flint, in charge of a Nazi prize 
crew, passed Maaloy, 110 miles 
north of Bergen at 9:30 a. m. (2:30 
a. m. 8. Louis time) today en route 
to Germany. ~ 

The City of Flint was followed 
by two Norwegian destroyers and 
was making a speed of 14 knots. 

The ship apparently was travel- 
ing in Norwegian territorial waters, 
the report from Maaloy indicated, 
and was expected to pass Bergen 
this evening. 

Norwegian sources indicated con 
siderable anxiety was felt in of- 
ficial circles last night over the 
possibility that British warships 
might attempt to seize the City 
of Flint as it passed the peninsula 
of Stadtland. 

To pass Stadtland the freighter 
had to go out to the open sea and 
several British warships were re- 
ported seen in the vieinity. The 
Flint passed Stadtland during the 
night, however, without being mo- 
lested. 

The Norwegian minesweeper Olaf 
Trygzasom and five destroyers fol- 
lowed the American vessel during

Johns Hopkins Scientist Asserts 
Such Compulsory Laws Are 
“Socially Undesirable.” 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 3% 
(AP).—Terming compulsory pre- 
marital examinations for syphilis: 
“Fascistic” and “socially undesir- 
able,” a Johns Hopkins University 
scientist today -said such laws 
would “encourage common law 

marriage and illegitimacy.” 

In an interview during the New 
England postgraduate medical as- 
sembly at Harvard, Dr. Joseph E. 
Moore said such a requirement is 
“totalitarian rather than utopian, 
since it opens the door to com pul- 
sory examination for tuberculosis, 
feeble-mindedness, and insanity, all 
of which are equally desirable to 
prevent,” 

He recommended “education” in- 
stead of such tests, adding that in 
some laboratories, there was as 
much as 10 per cent error in the 
testing of the blood of individuals 
for syphilis. a 

Dr. Moore said that the public's 
fear of acquiring syphilis by the 
ordinary contacts of everyday life 
is “grossly exaggerated.” He said 
“the compulsory examination of do- 
mestic cooks, waiters, barbers and 
beauticians, is wholly unjustified.”

ANTENOISE BILL GUT, 
NOW AIMS AT HORNS 


To Be Reported Tomorrow, 
Minus All but One 
Other Section. 


Unnecessary blowing of automo- 
bile horns anywhere in the city 
and needless noises from any 
source within 150 feet of hospitals, 


schools, churches and courts would 
be prohibited under two clauses of 
the Chamber of Commerce anti- 
noise bill which will be reported 
favorably to the Board of Alder- 
men tomorrow by the Legislation 
Committee. 

Meeting yesterday, the commit- 
tee rejected 10 other clauses, cov- 
ering wide variety of disturbing 
sounds, on the ground that en- 
forcement would be difficult, if 
not impossible. 

Specifically, one approved sec- 
tion would prohibit any prolonged 
signaling, use of an unreasonably 
loud or harsh signal, too much 
horn blowing by a moving auto- 
mobile, or the sounding of a horn 
or pther signal on a machine, street 
car, bus, motorcycle or other 
vehicle which was not in motion 
{except as a warning to an ap- 
proaching vehicle). 

In other words, the bill is aimed 
at the motorist who blares his 
way along a street and the fellow 
who toots in front of his girl's 
home to announce that he is wait- 
ing at the curb. 

Penalties Are Prescribed. 

The section dealing with noises 
in the vicinity of institutions is di- 
rected at unnecebsary. interference 
with their functions and would ap- 
ply to courts, schools and churches 
only when they were in session. 

For the first offense, under the 
approved sections, the penalty 
would be a $5 fine or five days in 
jail; for the second offense with- 
in a year, $10 or 10 days; for the 
third offense within a year after 
the first, $20 or 20 days, and for 
the fourth or subsequent offense in 
a year, $50 or 50 days or both. A 
persistent offender would have a 
clean slate after 12 months and 
could start the echedule all over 
again. 

Clauses knocked out would have 
dealt with objectionable noises 
from the following sources: Radios, 
between 11 p. m. and 7 a. m.; 
shouts of “vendors and peddlers; 
sounds of animals and birds: loud- 
speakers, drums and other devices 
for advertising or attracting atten- 
tion; loading and unloading 
vehicles; construction work on Sun- 
day; automobiles in disrepair; 
steam whistles; calliopes and exces- 
sive escaping of steam.

| That Walks Like a Man,” and the 
eloquent prose of “The Man That 

Present-day Russian policy may 
‘well envisage aggrandizement at 
‘the expense of the British as well 


las of the Germans and Japanese. 


Britain Aware of Threat. 

Stalin, having forced Hitler to 
bow to his ambition in the Baltic, 
‘seems on the way to doing likewise 
‘in the Balkans. He has sent emis- 
saries to China to continue the an- 
ti-Japanese campaign already ini- 
tiated in Outer Mongolia. His moves 
against Britain have been rather 
‘more veiled. But already they have 
‘made London acutely aware of 
the potential Russian threat to far- 
flung British interests. 

Germany stands in Russia’s way 
‘only in Europe. Japan opposes her 
‘only in Asia. Britain looms against 
‘her on both continents. 
| Nazi Germany makes a wry face 
as Stalin reaches out for control 
of the Baltic. But the pill is gild- 
ed for her by the thought that Sta- 
lin’s Russia is, like the Nazi do- 
main, a totalitarian state, that 
every totalitarian gain in the Bal- 
tic means a corresponding loss to 
democracy. Britain, however, can 
solace herself with no such reflec- 
‘tions. She may eventually find 
‘Russian expansion. in Northern Eu- 
| rope far more of a threat than 
Germany professes to regard it. 


British Obligation to Rumania. 


Russian ambitions in Southeast- 
ern Europe also hit Britain. Stalin 
may soon take Bessarabia from Ru- 
jmania. Now, Rumania is an ally 
iof Britain. If the covenant between 
these two is strictly observed, the 
British will be obliged to defend 
Rumania against Russian aggres- 
sion. But they will probably do 
nothing of the sort. They are too 
much interested in placating Russia 
in the hope of lining her up some 
day against Hitler. 
| Nevertheless, a Russian advance 
‘into Southeastern Europe at the 
expense of Rumania will be most 
disagreeable to Britain, since it 
may be an entering wedge in the 
revival of Russian intrigues in oth- 
er parts of the Balkans, where, be- 
fore the World War, they often 
clashed with British policy. 

Regarding Turkey, Stalin seems 
‘to be resuscitating the old Czar- 
‘istic dream of making the Black 
Sea a Russian lake by controlling 
the Dardanelles. 

In the past Britain consistently 
blocked the realization of that 
dream. Once a Russian army actu- 
ally came within sight of the min- 
arets of Constantinople. A few 
miles more of marching would have 
given it possession of the Turkish 
metropolis and thereby the mastery 
of the Dardanelles and domination 
of the Black Sea. But the British 
said no. The commander of that 
Russian army is reputed to have 
died of a broken heart because he 
could not pliant the flag of the 
Czars over the Mosque of Saint 
Sophia.

creased ore supplies become imper- 
ative. Since Sweden is the onliy 
neutral furnishing large quantities 
of iron ore to Germany, the Lulea 
outlet constitutes a potent factor 
in the Reich's prosecution of the 


war. 
Question of Payment. 


The question of how Germany 
will pay for 5,000,000 to 7,000,000 
ton. of ore next year commands 
consideration. The Nazis have as- 
sured the Swedes that they will 
continue to make full payzasents 
in manufactured goods regardless 
of the war’s drain on non-military 
industries. But to maintain this 
type of exports Germany may re~ 
quire large supplies of raw ma- 
terials from Russia in order to 
manufacture finished products, 
If the Soviets could not deliver. or 
should fail to deliver, sizable quan- 
tities of raw materials to Germany, 
Berlin’s essential purchases of 
Swedish ore would be threatened. 

Here again, the Russian riddle 
comes into play.

Mr. Tucker on the Smoke Problem. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ey was with considerable interest that | 

I read the editorial in your paper of | 
Oct. 25, entitled “Why the Smoke Evil | 
Persists.” It grudgingly admits that | 
some progress has been made toward 
the solution of this problem. I would 
gather, however, from the tone of the 
article that you do not believe that any- 
thing should be done until the whole solu- 
tion can be had. This approach to a 
problem of such magnitude probably has | 
been the reason for its failure in the past 
75 years. 

As I have repeatedly stated to you in 
my correspondence, it is not my desire 
to seek publicity or to avoid any criticism | 
which your paper may make of my activ- | 
ities. I do believe, however, that it is | 
unbecoming on your part, by implication, 
to associate the work of this division 
with the unsuccessful plan that your 
newspaper indorsed most glowingly in its 
news columns as well as on the editorial 
page by cartoon and editorial. 

I refer to that portion of your editorial 
which inquires as to the “fate of the | 
promising plan which was announced last 
March,” (proposed by Charles J. Colley, | 
engineer for the Monsanto Chemical Go., | 
to find a method of processing Illinois | 
coal to provide a cheap, smokeless fuel, | 
and to use this method in a self-support- | 
ing, municipally operated processing | 
plant.—Editor’s note). This plan you have | 
associated with the one which the Illinois | 
Geological Survey is now conducting. The | 
Illinois program is distinct unto itself. 


Your letter of April 17, 1939, which was 
written to me in response to mine of 
March 30, stated that it was quite natural 
for your paper to seize upon this sug- 
gested (Colley) plan, since it embodied 
certain fundamental principles about the 
solution of smoke, for years evidenced in 
your editorial column. 

You, furthermore, stated that nothing 
that was said about this particular plan 
was designed to reflect upon the efforts | 
of the administration to obtain a $300,000 | 
appropriation from the Illinois Legisla- 
ture. At that time, you wished us suc- 
cess in that effort. Our efforts in induc- 
ing the State of Illinois, with its excellent 
facilities, to undertake a research pro- 
gram have been successful. 

The (Colley) plan, which was s0 en- 
thusiastically received by your paper, ap- 
parently died in its conception. The rea- 
son for this may be the “absurd” one 
which I advanced for the lack of progress 
in smoke abatement, namely, “Apathy 
upon the part of our citizens.” 

This plan, which you accepted at that 
time, appeared in your editorial of March 
16, 1939, and had for its first objective a 
determination of a method of processing 
Illinois coal to provide a cheap smokeless 
fuel. One would gather from your recent 
editorial that that method had been dis- | 
covered. If this information is in your | 
possesion and can be substantiated, then 
it is your duty to present these facts to 
the proper authorities. If these facts are 
in existence, I have not read of them in 
any -technical publication. I am loath 
to recommend to the public any plan 
involving a large expenditure of money, 
unless I am definitely sure that it has 
at least some prospect of success. I be- 
lieve that a plan such as you suggest 
would be a source of fine publicity for 
the department but would be short-lived 
because the program would not be based 
upon any facts which could be sfibstan- 
tiated. 

It does seem futile to suggest the type 
of plant that is necessary for the process- 
ing of Illinois coal, as well as a method 
of financing, before chemical] research has 
developed a product that will meet all re- 
quirements in our local situation.

For mone than 75 years, St. Louis has 
had a smoke problem. It seems to be 
very difficult for many of our newspaper 
editorial writers and for some of the 
public to appreciate that the problem has 
two general classifications: 

1. The elimination of sulphur in the 
air which doctors have repeatedly stated 
is a serious detriment to health and caus- 
ing much throat and sinug trouble. 

2. The elimination of smoke. 

The two problems are essentially dis- 
tinct. The washing clause affects the 
matter of sulphur and very definitely re- 
duces the sulphur content in St. Louis air, 
It is, therefore, a constructive piece of 
legislation for public welfare. 

I would ask that you print this letter 
in full in order that the public may not 
associate this department with the plan 
which so far has not borne fruit due to 


the lack of “real leadership” of which you 
spoke.

MOLOTOV’S SPEECH. 

One of the latest oddities of this odd war is that, 
though Russia is supposed to be friendly to the 
Germans and hostile to the Allies, Foreign Com- 
missar Molotov’s major speech on foreign policy was 
welcomed in London and received with disappoint- 
ment in Berlin. It is reported from the latter city 
that Hitler has taken the speech to some quiet nook 
to study it and to try to come to a conclusion as 
to what it means. 

Only a little more than two months ago, Hitler 
engineered what was supposed to be the coup of the 
century in signing a non-aggression pact with Rus- 
sia, yet today he is wondering what his newly-made 
friend is up to. Meanwhile, Hitler has had to share 
Poland with the U. S. S. R., has watched the dream 
he voiced in “Mein Kampf” of winning the Ukraine 
fade away, has seen Russia assume new prestige 
in the Balkans and has stood helpless while Stalin 
assumed command over the Baltics. From this last- 
named area, Hitler has seen fit or has been com- 
pelled by Russia to remove German families that had 
lived in the Baltic region since before Columbus 
discovered America—families which formed the aris- 
tocracy of the region. 

What kind of friendship is this? Hitler told the 
world some weeks ago that if the Allies did not agree 
to a peace on his terms that he would consult with 
his ally, Russia, as to what to do next. Nothing has 
come of this threat, and there is not a line in 
Molotov’s speech to indicate that Russia intends to 
make a military alliance with Germany. The only 
comfort Hitler can gain from Molotov’s speech is 
that the latter has seconded his motion that the war 
is senseless and should be stopped. 

In London, the Daily Mail says, apropos the Foreign 
Commissar’s statement: “Hitler today must be a 
most disappointed man. Russia is not out to help 
Germany or Britain or France or any foreign nation. 
She is out to help Russia.” That is a sensible 
analysis of Russia’s position, so far as it can be ap- 
praised, but where does it leave Britain? If Russia 
is out to help Russia, is not she likely to do so not 
only at the expense of Germany, but also at the ex- 
pense of Britain and France? If the war continues, 
how is Britain, for example, going to stop Russian 
grabs in the Balkans, in Persia, Afghanistan and even 
India? 

“The war is not a fight for democracy. but some- 
thing else of which these gentlemen (the statesmen 
ot Britain and France) do not speak,” says Molotov 
“it is fear of losing world supremacy that dictates 
to the ruling circles of Great Britain and France 
the policy of fomenting war with Germany.” These 
words, from the point of view of France and Britain, 
are worth pondering. If Britain and France are 
fighting only to save their empires, is it not possible 
that their empires wil! fall apart in the case of a long 
and exhausting war? So will they not be in danger 
of defeating their own purpose by continuing the 
conflict? 

Foreign Commissar Molotov is not in the business 
of furnishing good advice to London and Paris; but 
is there not a terrible warning in his words just the 
same? After Poland fell, George Bernard Shaw pro- 
claimed that the war was over and that Russia had 
won it. Russia stands to win far more if the war 
goes on to the bitter and poverty-stricken end, with 
Western Europe in ruins and the people crying for 
bread. Then they will be ripe for the revolution 
which is the aim of the Marxian philosophy. 

The cause of Poland is as dead as a doornail, and 
the English have already admitted it through the 
mouth of Lord Halifax, the Foreign Minister, who 
told the House of Lords recently that the British 
pledgé to Poland had been only to provide against 
the event of aggression by Germany. He went on 
to excuse the Russian invasion and, wonderful to re- 
late, ended up by saying that “the action of the 
Russian Government has been to advance its 
boundary to what was substantially the boundary 
recommended at the time of the Versailles confer- 
ence by Lord Curzon.” With those words, he tossed 
the Polish issue into the wastepaper basket. 

As the German novelist once asked: “Little man, 
what now?” Well, the next thing on the agenda is 
Hitlerism, but the Allies have yet to say what they 
propose to put into its place once it is destroyed and, 
meanwhile, what shreds of common sense remain in 
Europe are serving to withhold the fatal collision of 
the great armed forces in the hope that another 
tragedy like that of 1914-18 can be averted.

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DECLINE OF THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

This week has seen the closing of the country’s two 
world’s fairs. Both, despite their artistic, cultural 
and entertainment merits, ended with sizable deficits. 
The New York exposition owes more than $24,000,- 
000. San Francisco's, a smaller fair, has a smaller 
debt, only $4,606,000, 

For both events, advance estimates of attendance 
proved far in excess of actual results. For the World 
of Tomorrow, the prediction was 60,000,000 visitors; 
25,811,733, or less than half that number, went 
through the turnstiles. Treasure Island had expected 
an attendance of 20,000,000, and saw 10/496,203 guests. 

Many plausible reasons have been suggested for 
the financial failure of these expositions. Relatively 
high gate charges and reports of gouges by hotels 
and restaurants, particularly in New York, doubtless 
kept down attendance. The fact that there were 
two fairs this summer, pulling against each other 
and so far apart that few persons could attend both, 
also played a part. But attendance fell so far short 
of expectations at both that more significant reasons 
must also have been responsible. 

Is it not likely that the era of the mammoth ex- 
position is over; that Americans have become so in- 
formed and sophisticated that they are no longer 
attracted by these assemblages of wonders? The most 
successful of American fairs were Chicago’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition of 1893 and St. Louis’ Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition of 1904. These came at a time 
when the settling of the West had been virtually 
completed, when most Americans had an insatiable 
and unsatisfied desire to know more about the world. 
The effect of these expositions, cultural, educational 
and industrial, was profound. 

Today, the average American has been places and 
seen things by way of the motor car and paved high- 
way. Movies have brought the world to his neigh- 
borhood theater. Newspapers chronicle more events 
of social development than they did 40 years ago, and 
the radio provides a ringside seat for progress in the 
making. 

New York’s fair will reopen next year, and San 
Francisco’s is contemplating another season, in an 
effort to recoup their losses. Perhaps they can do 
so, but their experiences this season have surely dis- 
couraged other cities from experiments with this de- 
clining institution. 
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NO NEED FOR PRIVATE SPY HUNTS. 

The merest suggestion that spies and saboteurs may 
be abroad in the land is enough to send some of 
our juvenile-minded adults off on a witch-hunt. Al- 
ready the self-appointed vigilantes dre putting on 
their gumshoes, lighting their dark lanterns and 
unleashing the bloodhounds, One such aggregation 
in Ohio, comprised of business men and industrial- 
ists, is stirring up the snoopers by offering a $500 
reward for detection of spies and wreckers. As 
a result, it has drawn a rebuke from J. Edgar Hoover. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation has proved 
itself quite capable of dealing with any alien enemies 
that may be within the gates. It has recently greatly 
increased its staff for this express purpose. There 
is no need for excited patriets to go prying about 
in a search for suspicious characters. Spy-chasing is 
a fascinating sport, to be sure, but there will be 
better results and fewer fumbles if it is left to 
J. Edgar Hoover and his trained investigators. 
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Somewhere in Mussolini’s Cabinet shake-up you can 

hear the Tiber murmuring farewell to the Rhine. 
THE NEW DRUG LAW IN ACTION. 

Perhaps the most shocking exhibit in the “cham- 
ber of horrors,” gathered several years ago by advo- 
cates of food and drug law reform, was the picture 
of a woman whose sight had been destroyed by an 
Nor was this an isolated 
case; the American Medical Association authenti- 
cated at least 16 other tragedies of this kind. Be- 
cause of defects in the law as it then existed, the 
Government was powerless to keep such dangerous 
products off the market, or to punish their manu- 
facturers and vendors, 

The effectiveness of the new law, passed by Con- 
gress last year after a long fight, is proved by one 
of the first prosecutions under its provisions, just 
concluded in Chicago. Of two men charged with 
shipping an eyebrow coloring containing a chemical 
likely to cause blindness, one pleaded guilty and the 
other no contest. The manufacturer stated he had 
ceased making the dye on being cited, and the ship- 
per testified he had known nothing of the product's 
formula. “Both men were placed on probation. 

The consumer for years had no protection what- 
ever against poisons of this kind, sold in the guise 
of cosmetics by an ignorant or unscrupulous minority 
of vendors. It is encouraging to find the Govern- 
ment enforcing the new law, with its rigid safe- 
guards against injury and fraud. 
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Izzy Londe is needlessly alarmed. Nobody would 
suspect a protege of Judge Joynt of “running out on 
his bondsmen.” 
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WHAT THE WRITING ROOM MEANS. 

Pen, paper and ink, a convenient desk in a quiet 
room, are to the great majority of citizens among the 
commonplaces of life. There are thousands among 
the under-privileged, however, to whom these every- 
day amenities are denied in their own households. 
For a quarter-century, the public writing room of the 
Public Library has been a haven for those who do 
not have access otherwise to these simple essentials. 
They felt a keen sense of loss and deprivation when 
it was announced recently that this facility would be 
suspended, as letters on this page and numerous other 
protests bave shown

T has become clear that neither bellig- 
| erent nor neutral nations have any stom- 

ach for the sort of war which is in pros- 
pect, while the revulsion of the common 
people against more bloodshed is as plain 
on one side of the battleline as on the other. 
As the days pass, however, it also becomes 
apparent that this is a war nobody knows. 

That veteran diplomat, Hugh Gibson, land- 
ing in New York last week, called the Eu- 
ropean situation “mostly a series of ques- 
tion marks for which nobody seems to know 
the answers.” After traveling all over Eu- 
rope, consulting with innumerable friends 
made during his 30 years of diplomatic serv- 
ice, the former American Ambassador to 
Belgium confessed that he had been com- 
pletely unable to get at the underlying facts 
about the war, and added: “I wish there 
was something I could be dogmatic about.” 

Americans will do well to ponder Mr. Gib- 
son’s words at this time, when so many 
are in danger of leaping to final judgments 
on the war. 

All wars are like icebergs: only a small 
part of their substance shows above the sur- 
face. But this war eludes the understand- 
ing of even the trained diplomat. Some 
day the truth concerning it will come to 
light. But that day may be 20 years or 
more distant, when the memoirs of today’s 
Generals and Cabinet Ministers are revealed. 
Now the most important facts required for 
a dependable judgment on what is happen- 
ing are hidden fathoms deep in the murky 
waters of snternational intrigue.

To understand the extent to which this 
is a war nobody knows, one has but to ask 
two or three questions of vital importance. 

First, who knows today why Great Brit- 
ain and France gave Poland the sort of 
blanket military guarantee which they gave 
last March? The usual explanation is that 
Mr, Chamberlain and British public opinion’ 
had been outraged by the double-crossing 
received at Hitler's hands when the occupa- 
tion of Prague made a mockery of the Mu- 
nich pledges. 

If, as Lloyd George charged last March 
and as was amply demonstrated when the 
Germans struck, Britain and France had 
no way of defending Poland except with 
Russian help, and if they were not willing 
to conclude an agreement to let Russian 
troops come on Polish soil in order to ex- | 
tend that help, then the question must be 
faced as to what moral right the Allies had 
to give their pledge to Poland. 

Would the Polish people, who are re 
ported by American correspondents to have 
sustained between 1,250,000 and 1,500,000 
casualties in less than a month of fighting, 
have eaten any less bitterness (to use the 
Chinese phrase) if there had been no mo- 
bilization, no heroic but hopeless attempt 
to hold back the German horde? 

Of course, it will be objected that the end 
of the Polish chapter is not yet, and that 
is quite true, Both Britain and France in- 
sist that Poland must be restored. But 
neither Government has as yet given any 
official intimation as to what it means by 


cates that until one understands the Russian 
policy, one cannot pretend to know the basic 
facts about the war. 

23 Russia in this war? Germany tries to 
give the impression that she is; no chance 
is overlooked to persuade the rest of the 
world that Stalin and Hitler are working 
hand-in-glove.

The Russian relation to the conflict presents 
sO many paradoxical elements that hardly 
two observers interpret it alike. Yet here 
probably is the most important single factor 
in this war today, and we may not know 
the truth concerning it for years to come.

What is the war being fought for? 
Here, surely, is a vital question, but it is one 
for which no confident answer can as yet 
be given. Such answers as are being of- 
fered by both sides are slogan answers. Te 
some extent, they illuminate the causes of 
the struggle, but they sadly fail to define 
the actual terms which the combatants hope 
to write into the peace treaty. 

Hitler, it is-fairly clear, from this point 
on will be fighting to save his skin. He 
is in a desperately tight .position, and his 
actual peace objective now is peace before 
his regime cracks up internally. 

But what are the Allies fighting for? So 
far, they have indicated only two positive 
demands—justice to Poland and a readjust- 
ment of the situation in Europe that will 
do away with the fear of a new German 
threat every six months. Both aims de- 
mand much clearer definition. 

If the latter is taken to mean that Hitler 
and the Nazi Government must be over- 
thrown, then what is to fill the vacancy? 
Alfred Duff Cooper predicts that the Nazi 
regime would be supplanted by an army- 
established monarchy, probably headed by 
the Austrian pretender, the Archduke Otto. 
But does Mr. Cooper believe the British 
people are ready to die to put a Hapsburg 
Archduke on a restored German throne? 

Some attempt is being made to make the 
issues of the war speciously clear to Amer- 
icans by claiming that it is a war for de- 
mocracy against dictatorial aggression. The 
Indian National Congress already has punc- 
tured the claim of the Allies to be fight- 
ing for democracy, except in a geographical- 
ly limited sense. So far as the attempt 
goes to present the division in terms of dic- 
tatorships versus anti-dictatorships, nothing 
is clearer than that the Allies would wel- 
come the Italian or Russian dictatorships in- 
to their ranks with peans of joy.

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OPIE READ 


OPIE READ, NOVELIST 


Wrote Best Sellers of Genera- 
tion Ago—Founded Arkan- 
sas Traveler. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2 tAP). — Opie 
Read, last of a pioneer American 
literary line that included Mark 
Twain, Eugene Field and James 
Whitcomb Riley, died today of in- 
firmities induced by September's 
extreme heat. He would have been 
\87 years old Dec. 22, 

The genial wit, novelist and rac 
onteur died in the South Side home 


of Mrs. Belle King, widow of an old 
friend, where for many years celeb- 
rities and obscure persons frater- 
nized at celebrations of Read’s 
birthdays. 

Read was founder of the Arkan- 
sas Traveler, humorous paper, au- 


thor of 52 books and coiner of 
countless epigrams. Even in his ad- 
vancing years he had few peers as 
a story-teller. 


Some of His Books. 


Among his books were Len Gan- 
sett (written in 1888), The Juck- 
lins (1895), and Turkey-Egg Griffin 
(1905). At 76 he wrote The Gold 
Gauze Veil, regarded then as his 
autobiography, but a more complete 
story of his life appeared years 
later in “I Remember.” 

His last work was “The Autobi- 
ography of the Devil; Satan’s Side 
of It,” of which Read said: “I have 
tried to put into it just what I im- 
agined Satan would say of manners 
and morals and philosophy, as dic- 
tated to a sinner.” 

Although many of his writing 
contemporaries had better literary 
technique and more public adula- 
tion, none surpassed him in the 
warmth of personality or apprecia- 
tion of beauty. 

Active as a lecturer and traveler 
until his late 70s, Read claimed to 
have visited every county seat in 
America. He retained much of his 
alertness when he went into retire- 
ment. 

Comment on Writings. 


He never thought of himself as 
one of the immortals of literature. 
He kept his feet on the ground 
and tried to persuade other scrib- 
blers he knew to do the same thing. 

“Most writers have more words 
than ideas,” he often said. 

Read felt that many modern real- 
istic writers were trying to substi- 
tute stunting and trickery for story 
telling skill. 

“Many of them,” he once said, 
“try to cover up their imaginative 
bankruptcy and technical short- 
comings by professing contempt ef 
sound sentence construction and 
clarity of thought.

Read made relatively little money 
as an author. “I could have made 
a million if I had been shrewd, I 
suppose,” he once said in disclos- 
ing that he had sold “The Jucklins” 
outright for $700.

The medicines are the liverlike 
substance heparin, which prevents 
blood from coagulating of clotting, 
and the drug sulfapyridine, which 
checks growth of bacteria. 
Physicians reported these drugs 


caused “striking improvement” in 
patients suffering from endocard- 
itis, an inflammatron of the lining 
of the heart. 

The possibility that heparin and 
sulfapyridine may be of benefit was 
indicated in the reports of two 
groups of doctors—Saul R. Kelson 
and Paul D. White, both of Boston; 
and Meyer Friedman of San Fran- 
cisco and W. W. Hamburger and 
L. N. Katz, both of Chciago. 

The Chicago physicians, who used 
heparin alone, found that it kept 
the blood more fluid and seemed to 
prevent the laying dewa of blood 
platelets and fibrin (blood protein, 
the main constituent of a blood 
clot) on inflamed areas of the 
heart's lining. 

This permitted the infection- 
fighting white blood cells to come 
in contact with the diseased areas, 
thereby sterilizing and repairing 
them. 

“It has not been shown conclu- 

sively that heparin actually pre- 
vents the deposition of platelets and 
fibrin in man, although the evi- 
dence is highly suggestive,” they 
asserted. 
. The Boston doctors used both 
heparin and sulfapyridine and re- 
ported that three patients, able to 
take the heparin for more than a 
week, improved so greatly that they 
have been free from evidences of 
the disease for 19, 18 and four 
weeks, respectively, after discontin- 
uing the treatment.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau said today the Treasury was 
considering nearly two billion dol- 
lars worth of financing before 
Jan, 1. 

The financing contemplated, Mor- 
genthau told reporters, includes 
about $500,000,000 of “new money” 
borrowing, refunding of $1,378,364,- 
000 of notes which will not come 
due until next March 15, and be- 
tween $50,000,000 and $60,000,000 of 
Tenenssee Valley Authority bor- 
rowing. 

Morgenthau said the $500,000,000 
“new money” was wanted to pay 
for regular governmental opera- 
tions, and would be in addition to 
the $258,000,000 which the Treasury 
expects next week from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation. The 
Treasury this week helped the RFC 
float a $250,000,000 issue of notes 
to repay its debt to the Treasury.. 

Morgenthau said the “confidence 
of the public in not only the direct 
obligations of the Treasury but 
also the guaranteed obligations” 


was shown by the fact that the 
subscriptions for the RFC notes 
totaled $3,643,000,000, and subscrib- 
ers will have to be allotted only a 
small percentage of the amount of 
RFC notes they asked for. 


Morgenthau explained, was contem-

MARTIAL LAW IN 
STRATEGIC AREAS 


Military Rule Covers Parts 
of 8 of 11 Provinces, Af- 
fects Half of German- 
Dutch Border. 


THE HAGUE, Nov. 2 (AP).—A 
martial law decree embracing every 
strategic point on land or water in 
the Netherlands gave the nation’s 
high command authority today to 
exercise supreme powers if Holland 
is caught in the European war.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2 (AP).—Ar- 
line Judge, whom Hollywood once 
called the “girl with the most beau- 
tiful figure in the world,” has start- 
‘ed a separation action against her 
husband, Dan Topping. 

Miss Judge charged yesterday 
that Topping, part owner of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers’ football team, 
had been “cruel and inhuman” dur- 
ing their two and a half years of 
marriage and had abandoned her. 
She asked for $35,000 annual aili- 
mony, custody of Daniel Topping 
Jr., born in February, 1938, and $50,- 
'000 for attorney fees. 

Selig Silverman, one of Topping’s 
attorneys, said, “Our efforts will be 
toward a reconciliation.” 

The Toppings were married in 
April, 1937, shortly after the actress’ 
divorce from movie director Wes- 
ley Ruggles became final. 


Meanwhile, the British are doing 
their utmost to persuade the 
Swedes to keep their ore sales to 
the Nazis at a minimum, but Lon- 
don has no economic weapons suf- 
ficiently powerful to induce Sweden 
to run the risk of exciting German 
retaliation.

Rather, Hitler may seek to get eco- 
nomic strength and strategical posi- 
tiotis, at little apparent risk to him- 
self, by directing his offensive op- 
erations against the weak, while re- 
maining on the defensive against 
the strong. Yet in so doing, he 
may compel the weak to see that 


strength which lies in unity.

Duke, which seemed to be com- 
pletely satisfactory to him. 


Around the corner we found oth- 
er British soldiers wallowing in 
mud, tending their guns and dig- 
ging ditches to drain the water 
away. It was a pelting rain and 
the water in some of the trenches 
was several feet deep. We found 
guns and howitzers of many dif- 
ferent calibers, all in good con- 
dition and ready for the beginning 
of the war which is yet to come. 
There is military reticence to men- 
tion the caliber and range of all 
the guns'we saw. The fact remains 
that there are many different cal- 
ibers and many different ranges 
and that any army attacking the 
British sector or meeting the Brit- 
ish army anywhere else would meet 
a tremendous blast of heavy and 
light artillery fire. 

As we write this, the weather 
has cleared again, momentarily, 
but it is probably not going to 
remain that way long.

PANAMA PACT HAS 
DANGER FOR U. 5 


Treaty ‘Soul Satisfying’ 
but Full of Peril and 
Hard to Administer, He 
States. 


SHENANDOAH, Ia., Nov. 1.—Al- 
fred M. Landon atill believes Con- 
gress should not adjourn after dis- 
posing of the neutrality bill, He also 
has doubts of the practicability of 
the neutrality zone outlined in the 
recent Pan American conference.’ 

“The Congress in session is our 
greatest safeguard for peace,” he 
said here last.night. “It is far more 
important than any automatic legis- 
Jation. It brings a broader wisdoin 
for the ‘small decisions.’ In session 
it keeps its hands upon the reins of 
government. Furthermore, it is in 
line with our constitutional concep- 
tion that the Chief Executive is not 
alone in his responsibility for for- 
eign affairs. If the nation is in 
peril, as the President’s proclama- 
tion of ‘limited emergency’ indicat- 
ed, our Congress is needed on the 
job in Washington.” 

The former presidential candidate 
of the Republican party, who spoke 
over a radio network, had for his 
immediate audience the Men’s 
Brotherhood of the First Methodist 
Church here. 

“Against Any Meddling.” 

“As we look back on how many 
times the European countries have 
been lined up on one side and then 
another since Washington’s time, 
we note that international politics, 
like domestic politics, makes 
strange bedfellows,” he said. 

“The foreign policy of the United 
States must not be built upon either 
sympathy or hate for foreign gov- 
ernments. Neither can it be buiit 
upon meddling in their domestic af- 
fairs which are no concern of ours, 

“Wor the sake of our dignity 
and prestige we ought not to adopt 
any policy that we are not prepared 
to enforce. 

“The Declaration of Panama is 


icy; so soul-satisfying, but so dif- 
ficult to administer. This declara- 
tion is a proposed agreement be- 
tween ourselves and the nations to 
the south of us. It sets up a hazy 
new zone on the high seas within 
which we would be supposed to en- 
force a streamlined and dramatic 
kind of neutrality. Its status is 
still uncertain, to say the least. 
Without more accurate informa- 
tion than has been given the coun- 
try, it is difficult to diseuss this 
new doctrine intelligently. But we 
know enough that it raises many 
questions full of peril to our neu- 
tral position. 
“Risky Possibilities.” 

“The country and the Senate 
must demand full particulars, and 
through debate come to an under- 
standing of the risky possibilities it 
presents. 

“This Declaration of Panama so 
well illustrates the President’s en- 
thusiasm for new and dramatic 
things. I say to you that, in our 
international affairs, we have no 
law and are considering no bill 
which is ag full of dangerous pos- 
sibilities as this one. To under- 
take the enforcement of this decla- 
ration would be taking on the great- 
est job ever assumed by any na- 
tion in history. Of course, this as- 
sumes we have the ability to en- 
force it, which ability we do not 
come near to having now. It is 
certain that the duty of enforce- 
ment falls solely upon us and our 
navy, although it does represent 
the desire of all the South Amer- 
ican Republics. 

“You ask, naturally, how large a 
navy this would require. No one 
knows. I have yet to find anyone, 
expert or no expert, who can an- 
swer that question with any degree 
of certainty. 

“All the pertinent questions put 
by reporters to the Administration 
have been left unanswered. But 
the questions are such as to give 
warning of the complexity and the

corned beef is good in itself and 
it also is excellent used in combi- 
nation with other foods to enhance 
their tastiness. It is fine to cook 
with vegetables. Corned beef and 
cabbage form a famous combina- 
tion and corned beef hash is a fa- 
vorite not only for family meals 
but for special occasions as well. 

The less tender portiohs of beef 
are used for corned beef; therefore 
it is economical. Brisket is a fa- 
vorite cut for this purpose. This 
section usually has a good propor- 
tion of fat and lean.

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CEREAL IS MAINSTAY 
OF MORNING MEAL 


With Many Varieties on Mar- 
ket Breakfast Need Never 
Be Monotonous. 


Morning, to some poetically mind- 
ed persons, is the time of day 
when there may be an eye-filling 
sunrise or a dew-pearied hillside 
ca view. To a majority of others, 
however, morning is more pro- 
saically associated with the insist- 
ent jangle of an alarm clock. 

And every morning brings to the 
woman who looks after the diet 
of the family a challenging problem. 
Briefly, this problem is to serve a 
breakfast that is both adequate 
and tempting, and to see to it that 
the family takes time to eat it. 

An adequate breakfast, accord- 
fmg to nutritionists, is one that 
satisfies the appetite at the time 
it is eaten and “stays by” the eater 
until lunch time. For an adult 
who is up early and has a light 
lunch, breakfast should furnish 
from one-fourth to one-third of 
the day's food needs. For children, 
it usually is best to divide the 
food requirements of the day fair- 
ly even among three meals. 

Mainstay of most adequate 


breakfasts is a cereal dish. Be-| 


cause these satisfy the appetite and 
supply energy at a low cost, dieti- 
tians advise the family meal-plan- 
ner with a limited food budget to 
serve at least one, some times more 
cereal dishes a day, in addition 
to bread at every meal. Moreover, 
if there’s only enough money to 
buy the minimum of fruits and 
vegetables, at least half of the 
eereals should be the whole-grain 
kind rather than refined, because 
whole-grain cereals furnish some 
vitamins and minerals. For chil- 
dren, they advise a morning cereal 
of the cooked variety, preferably 
one that contains the germ part 
and some of the branny layers of 
the grain. 

Aside from these exceptions, 
there need be no limitations on the 
kind of breakfast cereal. And wise 
cooks striving for variety can find 
hundreds of different ways to pre- 
sent bland cereal products. 


Porridge Is Classic. 

Classic among cereal dishes is 
simple porridge, made most often 
from rolled oats, whole or refined 
wheat, corn meal or hominy grits. 
For the kinds that have no prelim- 
inary cooking in the process of 
their manufacture, long, slow cook- 
ing in a double boiler is the best 


way to develop the good flavor. jest. 


For those that come to the kitchen 
partially cooked, the package or- 
dinarily gives dependable direc- 
tions. 

The amount of water needed to 
cook a given amount of cereal 
varies considerably. Rolled oats, 
for instance, need about’ twice as 
much water as cereal usually. 
Granular cereals will absorb from 
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may be milk, added after the cereal 
has partly cooked in the water. 
Standard amount of salt to use 
in cooked cereals is about one tea- 
spoon to every quart of water. This 
may vary, naturally, according to 
taste but it should never be left 
out, because it brings out the starch 
flavor. 

Chief difficulty in making por- 
ridge with the granular cereals is 
that they are likely to lump. One 
way to prevent this is to add the 
water cold to the cereal and to mix 
the two thoroughly before heating. 
A quicker way is to add the cereal 
slowly to the boiling water, stirring 
until all is blended in. 

When cereal is cooked ahead of 
time and reheated to serve, refrain 
from stirring it until it is well- 
heated. Otherwise, lumps of the 
cooked cereal are likely to form. 
Pouring two or three teaspoons of 
water over cooked cereal left to 
stand will prevent a hard crust 
from forming over the top. 


Even when porridge is served 
morning after morning, it need not 
be monotonous. One day it may be 
plain—with milk and sugar if de- 
sired. Another morning, add 
fresh or stewed dried fruits. Rais- 
ins, chopped figs or dates, or fresh 
fruits in season also lend inter- 
Southerners speak highly of 
hominy grits with bacon. 

Fried Mush Popular. 


Cooks who want to take the cer- 
eal a step further, mold it and then 
slice and brown it in a little fat, 
and serve this with sirup or pre- 
serves. A special favorite is corn- 
meal ‘mush. Vary this by adding 
well-flavored cheese to the mush 
just before taking it off the fire 
to cool. 


Streamlined modern breakfast 
foods are ready-cooked cereals 
served plain or with fruit. To 
these, many a homemaker adds her 
own stamp, by putting them in the 
oven to get warm and crisp be- 
fore they go on the table. 


Red-letter occasions in many busy 
households are the mornings that 
the breakfast cereal comes to the 
tables in waffles or griddle cakes. 
Cooks who serve these often may 
get variety by using whole-wheat 
flour instead of the white flour 
called for in most recipes. Or 
they may use part white flour, part 
corn meal, or all corn meal, or 
buckwheat. Substitute either corn 
meal, whole-wheat flour, or buck- 


in the form of toast, this may be 
served plain buttered, buttered 
with cinnamon and sugar, or dipped 
in egg and fried for French toast. 

With all these possibilities the 
hreakfast cereal should never need 
to be the same two days in a row 
—unless the family puts in a spe- 
cial request for a repeat pepign 3 
ance.

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GUT IN CORN ACREAGE 


Reduction in Midwest to Be 7 
to 15 Per Cent, as Result 
of Recent Crops. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (AP).— 
Federal farm officials wilt an- 
nounce within the next two weeks 
a 1940 corn production control pro- 
gram outlining a reduction of be- 
tween 7 and 15 per cent in planting 
in the Midwestern eommercial corn 
belt. 

The exact reduction will be deter- 
mined after the crop. reporting 
board makes an estimate on this 
year’s crop on Nov. 10. 

Bountiful crops of the last three 
years have resulted in a large corn 
surplus. 

The planting goal for the com- 
mercial corn belt this year totaled 
41,239,659 acres. In this area were 
586 major corn-producing counties 
in Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Ohio, South Dakota, Wisconsin, 
Kansas and Kentucky. 

This area will have a 1940 allot- 
ment, officials said, of between 35,- 
000,000 and 38,500,000 acres. This 
allotment will be apportioned 
among farmers. Farmers who plant 
within their allotments will be eligi- 
ble for benefit payments, rates of

Bridge Habits 
Are Difficult 


To Overcome 


Many Players Repeatedly 
Fall Victim to Same Old 
Trap. 


By Ely Culbertson 


HE most difficult thing to over- 
come in bridge, as in life, is a 
habit of lohg standing. Forget- 


confining our attention to the more 
important game of bridge, we find 
that certain card combinations 
form natural traps for the average 
player, Time after time, they fall 
victim to the same irresistible bait. 
The declarer in today’s hand was 
just another casualty. 

North, dealer. 

Neither side vulnerable. 


After North’s jump raise, South 
made a cautious slam investiga- 
tion, but when North could do no 
better than go back to four spades, 
South subsided. 

West opened the heart queen, 
dummy’s king covered, and East 
cashed the ace and nine spot, then 
shifted to a trump as the safest 
apparent exit.“ Declarer cleaned up 
the adverse trump situation and 
then tried the club finesse. To de- 


ered the club queen, and now de- 
clarer thought he was as good as 
home, since he could well afford 
to lose the diamond finesse. Un- 
fortunately, however, he  over- 
looked the fact that there were 
two possible losers in diamonds. 
He led low to the diamond king 
and returned the deuce toward his 
A-J. He was severely shocked 
when East failed to follow suit, 
but there was nothing much that 
he could do about it. Squirm as 
he might, he had to lose two tricks 
to West’s Q-10 of diamonds and 
the sound contract was down one. 

The play had been automatic up 
to the point at which declarer took 
and won the club finesse, but his 
very success with this finesse should 
have made him all the more car¢ful 
with the diamond suit. Since he 
had lost only two heart tricks up to 
that point, it was quite true that he 
could afford to lose a diamond trick. 
That very fact should have made 
him search for a play that would 
limit his diamond loss to one trick, 
regardless of adverse distribution. 
Such a play was available, After 
capturing the club king, South 
should have cashed the club jack, 
then ruffed his remaining club, Now 
with hearts and clubs stripped froin 
the North-South hands, the stage 
would be set for a standard safety 
play to cover the precise diamond 
holding which declarer enjoyed. 

This safety play is to lead a low 
diamond from dummy and to go up 
with the ace (not the jack) in the 
closed hand. Now a low diamond 
is led back toward the king. If 
West follows suit, he is permitted to 
hold the trick! Now, no matter 
how the diamonds were divided 
originally, declarer cannot lose an- 
other trick. If East also follows 
suit to the second round, a three- 
two break is certain and dummy’s 
king will drop the one outstanding 
diamond. If the second diamond 
lead (which West is permitted to 
hold) is not followed by East, the 
safety play has really come into 
its own. Now West must either re- 
turn a diamond from his Q-10 to 
the combined tenace in the North- 
South hands, or must lead-another 
suit which declarer can ruff in one 
hand, while discarding in the other. 
Obviously, the second named case 
was the one that actually existed, 
and by holding his diamond loss to 
one trick, declarer would have ful- 
filled the contract.

NCE your hair is in good con- 
(sition. free of dandruff and

Alcoholism Is 


Big Problem, 


Study Shows 30 Per Cent 
of Victims Have Mental 
Age of 13.

Tore three major public health 
problems in the United States 
are tuberculosis, verrereal disease 
and alcoholism. The handling of 
the alcoholism problem has fallen 
far behind the other two in ef- 
ficiency. Few doctors are inter- 
ested and the ideas of treatment 
are as divergent as the individuals 
who prescribe it. 

The inadequacy of our care of 
alcoholics who become = public 
wards is shown in the report from 
a large city hospital, which in the 
period from 1927 to 1938 reported 
that nearly a third of all male ad- 
missions were alcoholics. Yet, the 
average period of observation was 
only one day. No attempt was 
made tao study the patient as an 
individual or to provide psycho- 
logic treatment, which is the basis* 
for any hope of reclamation. 

The treatment of delirium tre- 
mens is more satisfactory than the 
treatment of the chronic alcoholic. 
It used to be thought that delirium 
tremens was produced by sudden 
withdrawal, but most physicians 
who are widely experienced have 
given that idea up. It is the al- 
cohol that poisons the nervous sys- 
tem and causes delirium tremens. 
Supplying water and salt, sugar 
and vitamin B, with hydrotherapy 
and massage will give complete 
physical rehabilitation in most 
cases.

per cent of them had a mental age 
of 13. Most of them had had 
enough education that they had 
entered high school. 

The economic waste from alco- 
holism in the United States is 
beyond calculation. Repeal andthe 
opening up of bars to women 
have increased the waste and put 
an entirely new aspect on the 
problem. The number of female 
admissions is rapidly catching up 
to the male admissions.

Mementoes': 


Shelves Line Four Walls, 
Hold Many Noted First 
Editions.

HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 2. 


O me the most interesting 
T single room in Hollywood is 

upstairs front in a pretty, sub- 
stantial Beverly Hills house. Jean 
Hersholt built the house 16 years 
ago, and he still lives there. 

That intriguing single room is 
Jean’s library. In future, when- 
ever I hear cracks about “a star 
and his book,” I’m going to speak 
up about Jean. 

It’s not a vast room, probably 
no bigger than 14 by 18 feet. In it 
is Jean’s big desk, by the front 
window. There are solid, pale, rose- 
upholstered chairs and couches, 
and here and there a plaque or a 
scroll or an autographed. picture 
testifying to some of the owner’s 
film achievements or friendships; 
and a big globe (outdated as all of 
them are today, but still interest- 
ing). Personal mementoes of all 
sorts are there, and family photo- 
graphs, including the new daugh- 
ter-in-law, Osa Massen (a hit of 
“Honeymoon in Bali”). On two 
walls, above the bookshelves, are 
murals of Danish legends. 


But all around—and everywhere 
—are books. Interesting books, 
rare books, priceless books. There 
isn’t another collection of first 
editions like Jean Hersholt’s in 
Hollywood. - 

Shelves line all four walls. There 
is nothing forbidding about the 
looks of them, either, which make 
them different from the bookcases 
of many an avid collector. Jean 
Hersholt does not keep his treas- 
ures under glass, or sealed. In- 
stead of “burying” them under 
sealed wrappings, he has individual 
cases, resembling volumes, made 
to order. A large “volume” marked 
“Master Humphrey’s Clock,” by 
Charles Dickens opens to reveal a 
stack of yellowed pamphlets, in 
proper order, which constituted the 
first edition of the Dickens book 
now known as “Barnaby Rudge.” 
Hersholt has first of everything 
that Dickens wrote—and shelves 
of firsts by Hans Christian Ander- 
sen, 


There is no volume in that room 
that is not a first—and his collect- 
ing taste is catholic. There are 
volumes of Walt Whitman, of 
Mark Twain, of Boswell’s Life of 
Johnson, of Herman Melville (of 
“Moby Dick” under its original En- 
glish title, “The Whale”), of Ste- 
phen Crane—and such minor items 
as “Helen’s Babies,” worth a mere 
$25 today but sentimentally valu- 
able. Jean’s friend Hugh Walpole 
fills two and a half shelves, and 
Jean has the only Walpole manu- 
script, “The Duchess of Wrexe,” 
at large. 

There is John Steinbeck, repre- 
sented by everything he ever wrote 
—because Jean started collecting 
him before the Steinbeck vogue 
and was able to obtain brochures, 
pamphlets and lesser items. There 
is a rare hand-illuminated medie- 
val prayer book, and a folio of 
Shakespeare, and a single page 
from a Gutenberg Bible—a beau- 
tiful page on which the printing 
is clearer than many modern 
wo boast. 

‘Books aré~a hobby—rather ‘a 
“love”—with Jean, and they’re also 
an investment. He started collect- 
ing a long time ago, when he was 
a boy in Denmark, 

The investment angle probably 
occurred to him when a set of 
Dickens he had brought from Den- 
mark netted him enough to tide 
over a period of starvation in early 
picture days.

ERHAPS it is a little old-fash- 

joned to use “fit for a king” as 

a metaphor, in regard to good 
food, but I am talking about the 
year 1677, when the New England 
colonists sent their best products, 
which included samp, codfish and 
cranberries, as gifts to the English 
king.
